A colt appreciate* the companionship 
of man, and he should have It especially 
during the first year of his life. 

There are as great chances of develop- 
ing specialties In the country on the farm 
as anywhere else. Many farmers have 
specialties and have made fame and for- 
tunes from them. This Is true of farm- 
ers In onr country and In forvlgn coun- 
tries. 

A good method of preserving plants 
that have been transplanted and before 
their roots have taken hold of the ground 
Is to cover them with Inverted flower pots 
of suitable size. These should be In place 
only during the w armest and sunniest part 
of the day. They should not be used uu 
dull days. 

The killing of fruit buds by late spring 
frosts Is a phenomen by Itself and can be 
met by special means. The commonest 
of these are whitewashing, smudging 
and heating from oil pots, of which the 
last named Is distinctly the best.— Country 
Gentleman. 

In seeding permanent pastures, use a 
variety of seed to secure grasses that ma- 
ture and grow at different times of the 
summer and fall. Redtop Is a good mid- 
summer grass, while Kentucky blue grass 
Is good early in the spring and makes a 
second growth in the fall. 

Soils may become acid In two ways : 
The first is by the leaching out of the 
original lime suls by continued rains and 
erosion. The second, not very frequent, 
by too much humus, or fresh green vege- 
tation souring iu It. This last is the rea- 
son that swampy land is so sour aud needs 
potash. 

The proper amount of feed for a hen is 
iu the minds of many an all-absorbing 
question. It is not always expedient to 
follow Ironclad rules, because It is be- 
lieved that hen’s appetites vary, that they 
will eat more some days than others, de- 
pending perhaps upon the weather condi- 
tions, their physical welfare, their pro- 
ductiveness and other factors. 

For eggs to possess potency for good 
hatching the breeding stock must be 
healthy, in good tone aud well nourished. 
They must be breeding birds of vigor ami 
stamina. Vigor in the young chicks im- 
plies vigor of the parents. Nothing is of 
more importance in securiug hatches that 
will turn out well us extreme vigor with 
the llock of breeding birds. This must 
be true of both the males aud the females. 

Natural seeding is too often uncertain, 
because the necessary conditions for ger- 
mination are perfect only by chance, and 
where the farmer’s purpose Is to produce 
useful timber without loss of time natural 
seeding Is not to be depended on. Direct 
planting of sufficiently advanced nursery 
stock bus the advantage over natural seed- 
ing of establishing more quickly ami w ith 
greater certainty only such limiter trees 
as are wanted. 

Eggs that must be held for several days 
or a week or more for setting liens or lin- 
ing the incubator must he kept In a mild 
room where they will not be chilled or 
overheated. They must not be held In a 
cold corner of the kitchen nor on a high 
shelf near the kitchen stove, where they 
will tie cooked at oue period of the day 
and half frozen at night. Both excessive 
iieat ami cold tend to injure the germs. 

Now the successful farmer, the man 
who reaches the limit of tils ground’s pro- 
duction iu Ills efforts to produce a bounti- 
ful crop, aids the soil, either good or bad, 
with a treatment of a good grade of fer- 
tilizer Manorial fertilization is splendid, 
so fur as it goes, but the demands, or 
rather the requirements, of the farmers 
of tile land for fertilizer exhaust the man- 
ure supply so quickly that they turn to 
prepared fertilizers, which are equally as 
good, readily procurable ami easily handled 
The results are satisfactory, ami the 
practice is now established. 

The way to raise thing* is to get fer- 
tility, aud the way to get fertility is to 
raise tliiugs Lest we become seasick in 
1 the* whirl of lids idea let Us hasten to 
elucidate. The first thing to do with a 
worn or tire i -nil is t.> t plants to grew 
I on it. The way to do tins is to feed them 
by putting ax affable food w Here the roots 
cau find anil use it. These plants will in 

turn put fertility luto the soil, some of 
I 

them better than others, hut ail will <L > it 
if they are alloxxed to reinsiu iu or 011 the 
laud So get fertility iu sinks, in barns 
or anywhere. With that fertility get 
plants, and ' with those plauts get more 
fertility This is a primary lesson, but 
some who are called wise im-u have uot 
' learned it 

<iu many farms both early and late po- 
tatoes are grown in truck patches or iu 
the field, sud seldom iu the gardeu. As a 
rule it is better to glow the maiu planting 
of potatoes outside of the gardeu, yet it 
is well to have a few rows iu the gardeu 


' for extra early use. Eurly varieties of 
potatoes can be hail extra early for home 
table use by handling them In the right 
I way. They should be planted In the 
warmest and dryest aoll of the garden 
just as so ip as frost Is out of the ground. 

Since the garden Is more heavily fertil- 
ized than the fields of the farm it contains 
more decomposing organic matter, hence 
It is several degrees w armer than ordinary 
field aoll. Sweet corn, for example, for 
table use, can be safely planted In a good 
garden from a week to two or three 
weeks before the field corn Is plantid 
The gartlen soil is warmer and hence the 
more tender plants will grow at a time 
when they would not grow well In an 
open field, the soil of which contains less 
humus.

To the average man an Invitation to 
"nittke 11 few renin rks” after dinner Is 
nt on -e 11 terror utid 11 secret pride. To 
be asked to be the toastmaster nt a big 
dinner i* usually taken as recognition 
of wit and knowledge. 

The toastmaster's speech should be 
very brief. If lie Is a good speaker 
himself a speeelt of any considerable 
length Imposes unfair competition upon 
tin* real speakers, usually visiting 
guests, whom he Is to introduce. If 
tin* toastmaster Is a poor speaker be 
bores the audience and the waiting 
guests as well. And In any event 
every minute occupied by the toast 
master Is a robbery of the lime of the 
real speakers of the evening, and an 
after dinner speaker may have a real 
message that needs delivery, and the 
long drawn introduction, with side 
lights and anecdotes, will really cheat 
the audience of something worth while. 

The toastmaster lias a task of courte 
sy— to prepare the diners for the man 
who Is to speak, to tame and trnln the 
audience Into a proper frame of mind 
and to turn it over to the speaker In- 
formed as to Ills identity, prejudiced 
In his favor a little perhaps, but cer 
tnlnly not In the reaction following a 
laugh raised by the toastmaster.— Bos 
ton Globe.

OUR FIRST ELECTION. 

Metho Is In the Da/s When Washing- 
ton Was Chosen President. 

At the first initiomtl election :tl which 
(leiiernl Washington was chosen presi- 
dent only eleven of the thirteen states 
voted. North Carolina and Rhode Is- 
land not yet having entered the I'nion, 
and in only three- Pennsylvania. Mary- 
land aud Virginia were popular elec- 
tions held. In the other eight states 
the legislatures chose the electors. New 
York did not choose electors because 
of a feud between the anti- Federalist 
house and the Federalist senate. 

One exciting incident was caused by 
the fear 011 tin* part of Alexander limn-* 
llton that John Adatns. who was on 
the ticket for vice president with 
Washington, was plotting to tie the 
vote, and thus by throwing the elec- 
tion into the national house of repre- 
sentatives defeat the Father of His 
Country for president. So real was 
this fear in Hamilton that he dis- 
patched messengers on horses to Vir- 
ginia. Connecticut and New Jersey to 
stampede the legislatures of the latter 
two states to Washington. 

So long did it take to gather uews 
that Washington was actually Inaugu- 
rated president before some of 
remote counties in Virginia had sent 
In their returns. In tills first election 
there was only one ticket and there 
was 110 campaigning. There were only 
about 3.000.000 inhabitants In the coun- 
try at that time, and the whole cost 
of setting up the machinery of tills 
president!! I election is estimated tit less 
than $100,000. Pittsburgh Dispatch.

The birth of nil Iceberg Is strikingly ? 
described in n report made to the Nn- : I 
tloual Geographic society by It. 8. Tnrr \ 
nml Lawrence Martin, who bended the 
expeditions of the society to Alnskn | 
for the study of the behavior of gin- , 
t iers there. 

“The front of the lltibbttnl glacier, 
measured In n straight line. Is three * 
nnd one half to four miles wide. But c 
since the lee cliff has a sinuous form * 
with projections In the center it Is In 
reality much longer than this, the total J 
length being between four nml one 
half nml five miles. This cliff rises be- j 
tween 251 1 and 3U0 feet above the wn- ; 
ter nml extends an unknown distance 
below It. | r 

“One usually needs to wnlt but n few 
moments to bear front some pnrt of tlte I * 
cliff the thunder-like rumble or rour 1 
which Is the first announcement of an 1 
iceberg’s fall, followed a few moments < 
later by the appearance of a great . 
swell, which on reaching the shore i 
forms a line of white breakers even at „ 
a distance of several miles from the tee 
cliff. 

“By watching the Ice cliff one may 1 
see the huge masses fall from the lee 
front and a fountain of water dash ' 
perhaps even to Hie top of the glacier ‘ 
and then in a few seconds hear the re- 
port which the rending of the glacier 
sends out. 

"One Is fascinated by the perform 
ance. Sometimes It Is only n small I 
piece that falls, ami then a sharp 
single report like the crack of a pistol 
goes through the air: again a part of 
the front crumbles and the down- ! 
sliding lee. broken into small pieces, 
seems from a distance like a fonn 
tain of w.-iter, while the report Is only 
a low rumble: at other times huge J 
mnsses break away, forming large 
Icebergs, nml the noise then produced i 
Is like the heavy rumble of distant 
thunder, mm at rare Intervals one < 
may see a huge mass of blue or 
black Ice thrust itself up from be- 
low the fiord, some distance from the i 
glacier from, its a part of the sub- * 
merged lee foot is broken off, and then j 
no report Is heard, blit the wave that 
follows is far greater thnn usual. 

"The water waves which follow the ■ 1 
discharge of Icebergs from the front 
of Hubbard glacier are of great mag- 
niture. In September, 1913. for ex- 
ample, the big steamship Princess 
Mnquinna was aground on a reef 
just west of Ostor Island with the 
members of ’the international geo- ( 
logical congress, who visited Yakutnt : 
hay under the guidance of t lie Junior i 
author. The ship lay somewhat over n 
mile from the glacier, and yet the | 
water wave following the discharge 
of Icebergs from Hubbard glacier 
caused the steamer to roll until she 
took hi water on the main deck as ( 
iirst one side and then the other was 
tipped far down by the iceberg waves, i 

"There are periods when for au hour 
or two there Is very little discharge < 
and then periods, fully as long, when 
scarcely a moment elapses without toe 
sound of icefalls from some part of the 
glacier front. It is possible that these 
differences are In some way related to 
the slate of the tide, hut we have 
not determined whether the periods 
of quiet -and activity form part of a 
regular cycle or are merely irregular 
intervals due to accumulation of strain 
nnd relief from strain or to expan- 
sion and contraction tinder sunlight. 

“While there are periods of relative 
quiet, they are not periods of absolute j 
re|Nise, and they occupy far less time 
than the periods of activity. Day and 
night the ice falls, and the reports ; 
that pass out through the air are so 
frequent that it is fair to speak of 
the glacier as almost ceaselessly ac- * 
tive. The noise disturbs one’s sleep 
ut tlrst. and sometimes, when nn un 
usually heavy fall occurs, wakens one 
even after he has grown accustomed 
to the ordinary rumble. A sense of 
nervous relief Is felt when camp I* 
removed to u part of the fiord to which 
the iceberg roar and the breakers on 
the coast do not reach."

At the torpedo’* bond I* an explosive 
chamber \\ld< It holds dump guncotton. 
This Is tired by mentis of n rod which, 
on contact with the walls of n ship. Is 
driven In upon n detonator. This fires 
n printer, which In turn explodes the 
guncotton. 

The next chnmber stores compressed 
nlr to the pressure of 2.000 pounds to 
the square Inch. This Is practically 
the holler room of the torpedo, for It 
supplies the motive power to the four 
cylinder engine which drives it through 
the water on Its errand of destruction. 

Next conics the wonderful gyroscopic 
control of the nlr motor by which the 
1 rudders are adjusted. This Is where 
the Intricate mechanism of the torpe- 
do Is so clearly demonstrated. Sic til I 
, It rise or dip in the water this gyro- 
scope actuates a motor which In turn 
operates rods related with the rud 
del’s and tit once readjusts any detlee 
tlon front the course or'g nally set. 

The motor mentioned is but a few 
Inches In length, yet the power It ex 
\ erts hy means of compressed nlr it* 
such that the pressure of half an ounce 
operated hy the steering gear produces 
a pull of UK) poti n ’s on the rudders. 

Tills terrible fish’s tail holds wheel 
gearing for the driving of two pro- 
pellers and the manipulation of the 
rudders. The propellers revolve In op- 
posite directions, thereby preventing 
tin* torpedo describing a circle.— Lon- 
don Answers.

Fabius, profiting by what ] 
had befallen Ills predecessors lit com- 
mand. avoided it pitched battle in the 
open and retreated, fighting as he fell I 
back, holding off the enemy with 
wbnt are now described ns rear guard 
actions. Drawing the enemy farther 
and farther from base or the sources 
of supplies, wearying their troops 
■ more than he wearied his own and 
delaying a battle until lie reached 
ground where his position would give 
him a great advantage— a position 
against superior numbers— where the 
loss In men and morale of the assail- 
-ants must be great and where at 
i the proper moment the counterstroke , 
could be delivered with high promise 
of success, the tactics of Faldtis won. 

In some ways the phrase “Fabian 
tactics" lias been diverted from Its 
original and proper significance and 
is mad • to comprehend any tactics of 
a particularly shrewd or “foxy" na- 
ture. In this connection It has been 
said that Napoleon employed "Fabian 
tactics" with brilliant success at Atts- 
terlitz. The combined Austrian and 
Russian armies greatly extended their 
line hi an effort to turn the right 
flank of tin* French army and cut his 
communications. It seemed as though 
tills move would succeed, for Napoleon I 
I term! tied It to develop without seri- 
ous resistance. Then he suddenly eon- i 
contented Ills whole strength at the 
center, with tin* exception of a portion 
of Rcrnadotte's corps, which In* left te 
deal with the Austrian turning force, 
and burst through the line, destroying 
one wing of the Austrian urm.v as it 
retreated. 

Historians of Home deal at consid- 
erable length with a family called the i 
Fabii. It is narrated that this ancient 
and renowned family undertook the 
duty of defending Homan territory 
against Incursions by tin* Veietitlues 
and for this purpose established them- 
selves at a place on the Crentnra river. 
The Fabii were drawn Into ambush 
and were all killed. The date of thnt 
event is given ns R. 477. 

A boy of tbe family Fabii bad been 
left in Rome, and be became the sec- 
ond founder of tin* family. Fabius 
Exliuus, who won Ills laurels and Ills 
spurs In the second Funic war, wps 
descended from that l*oy, and there 
was another famous member of the 
family whose name was Fabius Pictor, 
who wrote a history of Home and who 
Is often referred to as the earliest Ho- 
man historian.— Washington Star.

MEDICINAL TREES. 

A Dozen Varieties In This Country 
That Need Attention. 

There are about a dozen trees grow- 
ing in the United States which arc en- 
tirely or partly for medicines. On ac- 
count of the enormous quantities re- 
quired it is u foregone conclusion that 
in the not far distant future trees will 
have to be planted to meet the demand 
that is fast growing, or else* we shall 
Buffer from the lack of necessary drugs. 

The presence of hydrocyanic acid in 
the t Dili Inner lmrk of the wild cherry 
and its tonic and sedative properties 
make the tree valuable, it is gathered 
In the full, and a fresh supply is re- 
quired each year, as it loses strength 
if kept too long. 

Witch hazel plays a prominent part 
in tile medicine chest of every house- 
hold today and represents in its manu- 
facture many thousands of dollars ,Lu 
invested capital. The Indian kneyvVwft 
Its healing properties long before the 
white man came. 

The New England farmers find the 
witch hazel crop one of much value 
and a regular source of income. The 
brush Is taken to tin* local distillery, 
where the essential properties are ex- 
tracted. While it is usually classified 
as a shrub, it has been known to grow 
to tin* height of twenty-live feet. It 
also lias the peculiarity of blooming 
very late In the fall. • 

The hark of tin* slippery elm Is high- 
ly prized for t I k* relief of colds and to 
allay iiillammations. Till* tree grows 
to the height of from forty to seventy 
feet, with a trunk two ami one-half 
feet thick. Tin* outer bark is shaved 
off and tin* inner one removed and 
dried under pressure in order to keep 
it flat. Tin* dried hark is remarkable 
for its small proportion of weight to 
hulk. 

The white pine, which plays such an 
Important part in build ng industries, 
Is conspicuous among trees possessing 
medicinal properties. 

These four art* among tin* best 
known and most widely used of na- 
ture's remedies growing wild in the 
woods. There art* others of various 
kinds and degrees of usefulness. The 
tamarack and tin* aspen, both of them 
esteemed as tonics; the white willow, 
a tonic, a febrifuge and sometimes 
used for rheumatism; tin* butternut, 
whose hark serves as a tonic and a 
mild cathartic; sweet birch, best known 
as the principal ingredient in birch 
beer: the white oak. with its ustrlu- 
gent lmrk. . ml. perhaps as popular as 
any lmrk that grows, the sassafras. — 
New York American. 

The First Fires. 

Speaking of wonderful inventions, the 
overshadow cr of Edison is tin* man or 
woman who lnveute.1 lire. Onr prehis- 
toric ancestors doubtless were lainil- 
iar with lire from lightning strokes 
and lava eruptions. Kill how did they 
ever get the idea that they could imi- 
tate the effects of lightning by rubbing 
two sticks against each other? It has 
been observed in recent years thai in 
bamboo forests of southern India 
branches sometimes are whipped l»y 
the wind against each other until they 
hurst into flame. That probably was 
Where the lire inventor got Ids idea.— 
Kansas City Star.

The feeding arrangements in this 
bnra and dairy stable are exception* 
Wily cmvenlent. Silage is loaded Into 
farriers in tho silo feed room. and. 
• he other roughage and grain feeds 
eonte from the storage barn, both of 
"hlch are convenient to the stable. 
To int -case the stornge capacity suf- 
ficient; y to provide abundance of 
roughage for both horses and cows, 
the ha.- mow on one side of the barn 
■tarts from tho floor. In old fashioned 
barns this kind of a mow Is called a 
bay. 

There Is stabling for six or seven 
horses, and the space in front of the 
horses is intended for storage of a 
few vehicles. In fact, the large barn 
has a general-purpose floor that may 
be utilized In a good many different 
ways. It Is a threshing floor onc« a 
year. 

The cow stable, however, is intend- 
ed for the production of large quanti- 
ties of pure milk so that no other 
business can he tolerated Inside of 
this modern dairy stable. 

Outside of tho main stable Is a 
corn crib by 10 feet. The inside 
and ends of tho crib arc mado ns 
open to tho atmosphere as possible 
by using open work metal sides. It 
is a little cheaper to build a crib in 
this wnv. In cause there Is a saving in 
material. The-'o must ho an air space 
Ig'iwoon tito corn and the solid beard- 
ing of the ham This space may bo 
secured by placing tho open metal 
siding on furring strips to hold tho 
corn away from tin solid hoarding of 
tho barn. 

Tin* foundation ot tho corn crib is 
concrete, which is tin* only satisfac- 
tory material for tho foundation of 
any farm building There Is no ob 
lection to working in stone where 
stone is plentiful, hut there should ho 
enough concrete to lill all the voids. 
Tin- cully v.uy to control rats and mice 
on a I arm is to build concrete fourda- 
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object to having hay stored over the 
dairy rows, because of tho dust that 
floats everywhere through tho stable 
when the hay Is transferred from the 
mow to the cows at feeding time. 

because tlto storage* barn is placed 
at one end of the cow stable, the silo 
is built at the side because at least 
one cm! of the stable should have a 
free run non ion with the open barn- 
yard. 

While this arrangement is some- 
what unusual, there is really no ob- 
jection to putting a slto at the side 
of tho stable, because the distance to 
travel at feeding t’ lr.e is about the 
same. 

Always in placing buildings it is a 
good plan to figure tlto distance to 
travel in doing the work. A lew feet 
more than necessary mn consider- 
able extra walking during the winter 
when multiplied hy l he travel back 
and forth every chore time. 

'The stable has i thoroughly wcil 
made concrete floor built in it.e usual 
way with mangers and Iron stall parti- 
tions Tho center food alley, manure 
alley and manure gutters at (lie i-idcs 
are all arranged for the use of labor- 
saving machinery. 

Sanitary stables contain very light 
.and simple fixtures. The object is 
to reduce t lie lodges and obstructions 
That catch and bold dust and dirt 

Iron stall partitions, concrete floor 
and mangers smooth sides and cell 
logs are n--< sary lo hold down the 
bacteria content of the milk to meet 
the requirements of dairy Inspection. 
For the same reason especial atten- 
tion is being paid to dairy stable ven- 
tilation. 
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thins anil concrete floors Huts will 
dig around a stone wall and they are 
very much at home among Joos*- 
stones, but they hale concrete. 

WORK OF THE' SUBMARINE 

Undersea Supply Bases Perfectly 

Feasible, According to an Amer- 
ican Builder. 

"I do not know whether Germany 
has submerged supply stations for 
her submarine fleet, but. such a 
scheme Is feasible,*' said Simon Lake, 
the builder of submarines, in an In- 
terview. 

"On account of the success of Ger- 
many’s undersea craft in their raid* 
on English commerce," ho went on. 
'I long ago formed the opinion that 
j they had such stations, and from their 
l:it ost threat against British com- 
merce. 1 am more convinced than 
j f. or 1ha» they have. 

The German submarine is practi- 
cally a lake boat, in that it Is sup. 
pin d with a diving compartment. It 
is easy for a man in a diving suit to 
leave the* submarine when It is sub- 
i merged. 

The* German submarine has the 
1 Diesel engine, which uses crude oil 
It is no great problem to have sub- 
merged tanks for crude oil, I long 
ago perfected such a tank myself. As 
regards supplies of food, that is a still 
simpler problem. It Is only a matter 
of packing food in watertight pack- 
ages.

The interior of dairy stables is 
nude air light as nearly as possible 
The supply of fresh air is regulated 
by intake flues and the foul air Is 
carried off by flues which connect with 
tbe roof 

There is a sanitary dairy room with 
a concrete floor just outside of the 
stable It is built of two by four stud- 
ding, above the concrete floor, and is 
covered with building paper both in- 
side and outside. Clapboards cover tbe 
outside and the inside is celled with 
plain matched ceiling w ithout beading. 
There is no direct connection between 
tbe stable and tbe dairy room. This 
is arranged eapecially to prevent sta 


for months These underwater sta- 
tions would be temporary affairs, and 
the supplies would be brought by their 
fa*t torpedo boats, which could get 
away after sinking the supplies, leav- 
ing the submarine behind to continue 
operations. 

' The large submarine boat can op- 
erate 500 miles from its base. That, 
la my opinion, explains the sudden 
appearance of submarines in the Irish 
sea, attacking the British merchant 
ships "—Bridgeport (Conn ) Cor.

RUNNER DUCK IS PROFITABLE 

Houseo Need Not Be Expensive— Low 
Fence Will Confine Them — Feed 
Ib Comparatively Cheap. 

Seven doll its profit from a duck Is 
pretty good money. At the Hnwkes 
bury Agricultural college in New South 
(Wales, Australia, that \\;.s the average 
made by six penciled Runner ducks. 
Knelt duck laid an average of 267 
'eggs In a year A record like this 
Justifies tlie title that has bee n given 
the Runner — the Leghorn of tho thick 
family. 

I Runners are not difficult to raise. 
Th houses need not be expensive, and 
if the ducks are yarded a low fence 
will keep lh< tn confined. They appre- 
ciate a pool of wuter or a running 
stream, but will do well with only 
!pl< nty of water to drink. It must be 
provided in deep receptacles, however, 
so that the ducks can wet their heads 
^entirely over. Otherwise their breath- 
ing apparatus gets clogged up and the 
ducks suffer. 

Ducks eat more than hens do, but 
much of the ration may consist of feed 
that is comparatively cheap. Mashes 
of cooked vegetables iti which corn 
meal, bran, ground alfalfa or clover 
is mixed make good bulk feed for 
ducks. But ducks arc by no means 
vegetarians and some meat scraps 
must be fed — except in summer when 
they have access to ponds or streams 
where they may find some animal food.

THE CALLA AND ITS CULTURE 

By BESSIE L. PUTNAM. 

Rich soil, moisture, warmth, and 
sunshine are the key notes to success 
with the calla It can — yes — must be 
made to bloom In winter without much 
sunshine if the other essentials are 
supplied 

If wanted for winter blooming It Is 
best to let It rest In summer, turning 
the pot on Its side, in some out of the 
way corner. Repot In September, fill- 
ing in a layer of charcoal for drainage 
and food. 

Over this put a layer of manure well 
rotted, and finish with a rich compost. 
Water sparingly until growth com- 
mences, and then llio water can hardly 
bo supplied too freely. 

Always uso warm water. The roots 
will enjoy It quito hot, but this is 
death to tho stem. Some place a ring 
of tin around tho base of tho stem, 
pressing it down an Inch into the 
6oil. With this protection the hot 
water can he freely used. 

Bottom heat may also ho supplied 
by placing tho pot on a hot brick, lly 
keeping a pair of bricks for this pur- 
pose and alternating every 12 hours 
the buds can be forced more freely. 

Give liquid manure once or twice a 
week, gradually increasing (ho dose as 
the plant seems to thrive. 

Rout tho red spider by spraying 
with cold water, and the scale with 
soapsuds. 

When two leaves appear successive- 
ly from the same stalk, watch for a 
bud next. Others will succeed It 
through the winter if the treatment 
outlined is adhered to. Bottom heat, 
moisture, and all the sunshine possi- 
ble are tho best incentives to growth. 

KEEPING UP THE LAWN 

Kill weeds on the lawn by either 
pulling or cutting off the plant below 
the crown. 

Don’t mow the lawn too closely 
during lire heated term: but do not 
allow weeds to go to seed. ■ I 

Deep working, thorough pulveriza- 
tion, effective fertilization and a 
thorough raking and rolling down to 
a smooth level are all necessary to a 
smooth, level lawn. 

Get your lawn seeds of a reliable 
seedsman, and ask for the best and 
the freshest. Don't use old seed left 
over from last year, hut insist on hav- 
ing It fresh, and of a good mixture. 

The best time to seed a lawn is 
during the latter part of August or 
the early part of September. At that 
season, tho heat is over anil showers 
are almost sure to rome, and tho 
young grass will have several months 
of cool, moist weather in which to i 
grow before winter.

THE PERENNIAL FLOWER BED 

By JULIE ADAMS POWELL. 

Last mouth wo talked about the 
hardy bulbs. This month we are go- 
ing to make a flower border of peren- 
nial plants, plants which sow their 
own seed and of plants that are bien- 
nials, and we are going to buy or beg 
them all. 

Suppose we have a border from 
twenty to forty feet In length and from 
six to fifteen feet in depth. Or to fit 
our ‘‘estates," our border can bo made 
much larger or very much smaller. 

A border planted by a woman should 
not be over twenty by eight feet in 
size, for if she did all the work ex- 
cept tho heavy digging, it might not 
be possible for her to give a larger 
one the right and necessary care. 


Such a border should run north nnd 
south, and if possible, face the east. 
The background may be of hollyhocks, 
both single and double, golden-glow’, 
the single tiger lily, the ever bloom- 
ing flame flower, tho tall meadow-rue, 
and tall meadow-sweet, set out alter- 
nately. 

Then in front of these and at least 
two feet from them we will set out 
tho pearl echillea, some of the colum- 
bines, the choice of which are cana- 
densis, chrysantha, chrysantlin alba, 
carulia hybrida, skinneri, anil Cali- ! 
forniea hybrida. 

In tho center of this row a hy- 
drangea paniculata grandifiora would 
bo very pretty, anil to continue tho 
row, hardy pompon chrysanthemums, ; 
tho several blue varieties of larkspurs, 
moon penny daisies, Shasia daisies, 
fox gloves sweet williams, coreopsis, 
lanceolata grandifiora and an almost 
doublo variety, called "the golden 
fleece.” 

Nicotina afiinis can bo planted in 
this row early next spring and from ! 
year to year it will sow its own seed 
and will como up so close to where 
the old plants grew that it will not 
often need transplanting. 

Then we w ill have the hardy gail- [ 
lardia, gysophila paniculata, or baby’s ! 
breath, lavender, Lychnis, rose cam- 
pion, monarda didyma splendens, al- 
so called tho bee balm and robin run- 
away, the Chinese bell flower, tho 
hardy perennial poppies and tho gai* 
den heliotrope. 

A double border we wiii make of 
two heights of plants, setting the tall- 
er ones a little back of the very low 
ones. The snap dragon, tho double ! 
anemone, tho mullein pink, tho sea 
pink, English daisies, the harebell, 
Canterbury bells, tho hardy doublo 
and single pinks, the polyanthus, the 
hardy primroses and the English cow- j 
slips all will help to make our hardy 
flower bed a "thing of beauty and a 
joy forever." 

The earth for a perennial border 
should be light and porous. Never 
uy io raise iiowers tu soggy, wet. soil 
A s soon as the plants are well rooted 
have a forkful of well-decayed stnblo \ 
manure spaded in well around each j 
plant unless they aro very small 
plants, then uso your own good judg- 
ment. 

Just before freezing weather a 
mulch two or three inches deep of 
stable manure should he spread over 
the bed it little heavier about each 
plant, and if tho plants have any 
spooky branches they should all ha) 
trimmed hack quite close. I 

ASHES DISCOURAGE BUGS' 

Especially among asters 1 find 
great value in ashes, containing as 
they do phosphates which tend toward 
sweetening tho soil. No parasite will 
contentedly find courage to live In or 
inter ouch an unpleasant soil home. 
Ashes are also beneficial In strength- 
ening and stiffening stalks and for 
tills reason I advocate them for gladi- 
olus beds — hut not mixed with ma- 
nure as some might do — rather strewn 
over the surface soil after fertilizers 
have been well worked in. When thus 
treated they seem to release the am- 
monia of tho fertilizer, relieving it of 
its most valuable properties. 

STOP RAPID TOP GROWTH 

If a plant is growing too tall and 
lanky, (and nearly all want to), nip 
off the tip of each branch. This checks 
growth, forces the strength Into tho 
hark and will keep your plant in a 
more compact form.
